Loxpox, dJuly 6« Full officinl alspatches
from Captwin Lugard, the agent of tho
British East Afriea company in Uganda, in
regacd to the religious warlfare in that coun-
try nro recelved. Captain Luoeard says that
the troubies commenced on January 21, on
tho arvival in Uganda of the French bistop,
who, the eaplain  behwves, brought tho an-
nouncement published in Eoglish papers of
the intended withdrawnl of  the British
foreces in Uganda.  On recelpt of this news,
Captain Lugard declares, continunl ngeres-
sion by the Catholie faction ensued., When
Captain Lugarda ssked King Mwanga, tho
uutive ruler and the leader of the Catholie
party, to punish the murderer of o Protestant
chiof, he was told that if he inter-
fered in the matter every one of
his  moldiers  would bo  kitled,  On
thoe following day overwhelming  French
forces attackoed Captain Liugard s commana
who, armed with Maxim rifles, made o bravn
stand anasuccendod in repulsing them, They
then fled to tone islands after seizing Kiog
Mwanga, which action was of immenso im-
portance to Uganda, whera tho [mn]I»[n waern
devoted to the king. Captain Lucwrd offered
to retnstate King Mwanga and the French
party acquiesco d,but owing to the intrigues
of the French blshop the captain’s overlures
wore rejected,

“PFinallv,” Uaptalu Lugard, without nany
further explasntion, continues, **Weo  wore
foreed to the islands where the French
forces had jotronched thewmselves, and after
o lieavy Hght drove out the coemy with
ereat loss, They nre now centering at Huddu,
The protestauts are in o eriticd] situation,
the Mohummedans and neathens nll beng nr-
rayed ngainst thom '
